an atmosphere of a professional art show. 

Mr. Lawrence also showcased his own 
photography, which included local coastal landscapes like 
Fort Phoenix Beach in Fairhaven cast in a sepia tone with 
hints of color interspersed. Another photo - converted 
into a painting - featured an empty, old wooden antique 
chair that seemed to come to life on the canvas. "So far, 
so good," Mr. Lawrence remarked on the event's success 
early in the day. 

Close by, water-based mixed media artist 
Renee Richard Ouellette enthusiastically explained the 
philosophy behind her art. Her paintings featured stark 
colors with text - words humorous or serious or just plain 
descriptive. One memorable painting included a cascade 
of twirling colors with the word 'Anxiety." Some of her 
work, she said, addresses issues of addiction. 

"Art is more useful than just throwing paint on a 
canvas," Ms. Ouelette explained. "I'm excited about colors 
in general. It is a way to express feelings." 

Lynnette Torres' works included watercolors of 
landscapes and portraits with stunning real-life quality. 
Ms. Torres said she soon is stepping away from her role 
as a design director in the commercial world to pursue art 
full time. "I'm mainly interested in people and buildings," 
the Rochester resident said. 

Overall, approximately 20 artists showcased their 
works at the art show. Half of these individuals reside in 
Rochester, according to Rev. Christian. Other Rochester 
artists at the show included Mary PearsuU, Betty Beaulieu, 
Wendy Ashworth, Danni Kleiman and Jody Church.

Grants Available for Cultural Projects

The Mattapoisett Cultural Council - a program 
administered by the state to support cultural activities 
in the Commonwealth - is actively seeking grant 
submissions. According to Rebecca McCann, a member 
of the council, approximately $3,800 is available for 
dispersion for local art, humanities and science projects. 
All 351 towns in Massachusetts receive funding based on 
population size, she said. 

"I wish more people knew about it, what an 
opportunity!'' Ms. McCann said. "You could be writing 
poetry and use the money to help put together a book of/ 
for poetry," she said, noting that the grants are available 
for both small individual projects in addition to more 
organized causes like theatre programs. Overall, these 
grants can support a variety of artistic projects and 
activities in Mattapoisett - including exhibits, festivals, 
short-term artist residencies or performances in schools, 
workshops and lectures. 

To receive funding through the program, the projects 
must somehow benefit Mattapoisett residents. Individuals 
outside of the town can apply for funding granted that 
their events are scheduled to appear in a local venue. 
Further, the council often disperses a small amount of

funding to organizations outside of the town, such as 
the Zeiterion in New Bedford, because of their regional 
cultural impact. According to Ms. McMann, recipients are 
required to submit vouchers for accountability purposes 
that show how their money is spent. 
The majority of applicants receive at least some assistance 
for their projects, Ms. McCann said. "We try to give 
something to everyone,'' she said, adding that larger 
organizations with multiple funding sources may receive 
less than needier projects. Currently, she said the council 
has received about 25 grant submissions and is actively 
seeking more potential grantees. Past recipients of grant 
monies include theatre programs at Center School and

Ballroom in New Orleans, Louisiana. The lyrics spoke of 
the writer, who had moved away and was reminiscing 
about being, "down by the river in New Orleans, 
where smiles and dreams are free/' Between songs, 
narrator Rick Foster would tell the audience tidbits of 
history about the writers, lyrics, or time and place of the 
composition. Prior to playing ''Tishomingo Blues," Foster 
noted that the song was adopted by the Lake Wobegone, 
Prairie Home Companion program, as their theme song. 
Prior to playing "Sheik of Araby," Foster told the audience 
that the old tune was revived in 1962, with early members 
of The Beatles playing the melody.

south in the early part of the century. The songs came 
from the cities of New Orleans, St. Louis and Memphis, 
and along the Mississippi River area. The songs were 
called ragtime, street marches, blues and gospel. 
They have a freewheeling melody line, which several 
instruments play together, as the baseline, with other 
instruments playing individually, on top of the basic 
melody. The basic melody line is played by the band 
members in the rear, usually on piano and drums, while 
the band members in the front showcase individual talent 
in playing their version of the melody, layered over the 
baseline melody. 

After each band member plays individually, the 
audience claps for the ''solo'' performance of each of the

A new Safe Driving Law will take effect in 
Massachusetts on September 30, 2010, after passing House 
and Senate lawmakers in June. The law will attempt 
to reduce collisions and accident deaths by addressing 
several risk factors, including texting and cell phone use 
while driving.

29th state to make texting illegal. 

The Safe Driving Law includes the following 
violations and punishments: 

• Use of a cell phone by a ''junior operator'' 
(a driver who is under 18): This is considered a civil 
offense that will not incur an insurance surcharge. Junior 
operators are only allowed to make phone calls to report 
an emergency. The first offense could bring a $100 fine 
and a 60-day license suspension and "attitudinal course," 
according to Massachusetts Department of Transportation 
(MassDOT). Each subsequent violation brings the 
possibility of a larger fine and longer license suspension. 

• Use of a cell phone by a public transport 
operator, like a bus driver: $500 fine for each offense, with 
no insurance surcharge. 

• Improper cell phone use by adult (over 18) 
drivers: This section of the law requires operators to keep 
at least one hand on the wheel and the driver must be 
focused on the road. 

• Texting, either sending or receiving: This 
section bans all texting while driving, regardless of age. 
According to MassDOT, this includes "mobile electronic 
device includes mobile telephone, text-messaging device, 
paging device, PDA, laptop computers, electronic 
equipment capable of playing video games." This 
provision forbids texting at stoplights and stop signs as 
well. 

The law also addresses "Elder Driver Provisions." 
After a spate of highly-publicized accidents involving 
elderly drivers, including a June accident that injured 
eight people in a crowd at a Vietnam Memorial service, 
lawmakers included this provision to ensure elderly 
drivers (defined as drivers over the age of 75) must 
complete license renewals in the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles (RMV) office, and must be required to undergo a

vision screening along with the renewal. 

Additionally, the new law gives health care 
providers the ability to report drivers that they do not 
think are physically fit or well enough to operate a 
vehicle, based on physical evaluations. 

All three police chiefs in the Tri-Town expressed 
support for the new driving law. Mattapoisett Chief Mary 
Lyons said, "...newer drivers, with limited experience are 
texting while driving which takes their attention away 
from driving and traffic. Typically distracted drivers 
are not paying attention to the speed at which they are 
traveling, which is dangerous to themselves and others on 
the road. I am hopeful that the new law will help reduce 
motor vehicle crashes.''

"This will 
be a good thing/' he said. "Distracted driving increases 
accidents."

Tri-Town Intersections Relatively Safe 

By Anne O'Brien-Kakley 

In a report named "The Most Dangerous 
Crash Locations in Southeastern Massachusetts 2006- 
2008", Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) delineated the top 100 
dangerous intersections in the region. Dominating the list 
were intersections from New Bedford, Fall River, Taunton, 
Attleboro and some outlying suburbs. Notably, no 
intersections in Marion, Mattapoisett or Rochester were 
included in the top 100. 

The study looked at crash data, provided by the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation (MassDOT), 
between the time period of 2006 to 2008 and determined 
the safety of each intersection based on the total number 
of crashes at each location and the Equivalent Property

Damage Only (EPDO) index, which denoted the severity 
of each crash. Despite omission from the list, the Tri-Town 
still had several concerns outlined in the study. 

• Interchange Fatalities - According to 
the SRPEDD study, there were 190 fatal crashes in 
southeastern Massachusetts from 2006-2008. ''A large 
number of fatal crashes (53) occurred at highway 
interchanges in the region,'' said the report. 'These 
crashes can often be attributed to design flaws, 
congestion, high speed and limited sight distance, 
among other factors." In Marion, the 1-195 /Front Street 
intersection at Route 105 was one of the highest risk 
locations for interchange fatalities, with three fatal crashes 
occurring there from 2006-2008. 

• Lane Departure Crashes - The number one 
cause of crashes is what SRPEDD called a "lane departure 
crash", which occurs when a car "leaves the designated 
travel lane", crashing with another vehicle, utility pole, 
tree, etc. Marion and Mattapoisett were both included in 
the top 24 lane departure crash locations in the SRPEDD 
study: in the 2006-2008 span, there were 18 fatal/ injury 
crashes in Mattapoisett, and there were 13 fatal/ injury 
crashes in Marion, both on 1-195. 

According to SRPEDD, they will try to address 
some of these fatality / injury crashes with the installation 
of cable barrier in the median strips to prevent lane 
departure collisions.

Among 
the local roads studied was Braley Hill Road in Rochester. 
''Common issues found along these roads included faded 
or missing pavement markings, poor visibility of roadside 
obstructions, inadequate delineations of curves, lack of 
speed/ warning signs, drainage issues and pavement edge 
drop-off said the study. This portion of the study will be 
used for the individual communities to make changes that 
will improve safety on local roads.

Towers and Cardoza. 

In the Town Administrator's report, Mr 
LaCamera said that an insurance advisory committee 
is being established to discuss rising health insurance 
costs.

a four way stop and line at a busy intersection en route 
to Ned's Point.

change approved in the regulations is the condition that 
a minimum of three - not two - residences is required on 
private roads to be plowed. The plow list and do not plow 
list will be available on the town's web site. 

A vote was scheduled to formally fill a vacancy 
on the Old Rochester Regional (ORR) District School 
Committee.

Committee, which requested the selectmen's guidance 
on its formation of town aquaculture guidelines. "We've

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and that the public can speak up with their concerns 
at that opportunity. Issues of transferability of licenses 
also should be investigated as well as general fees. The 
committee is charged with forwarding the guidelines for 
Selectmen review and approval in December. 

The Planning Board was not present for the 
second scheduled appointment concerning a review of 
subdivision construction bonding. Chairman Collyer 
asked the town administrator to contact the board to 
explain their absence on what the selectmen feel is an 
important issue. 

The board then met at length with Harbormaster 
Steve Mach regarding needed improvements at the 
piers. Mr. Mach requested that the board authorize 
$34,000 from the Waterways Fund to support the capital 
improvements, which would include an electrical 
upgrade. The harbor currently runs off a 100 amp service 
and is inadequate, Mr. Mach said. Chairman Collyer 
urged Mr. Mach to be cognizant of his budget due to 
recent increases in spending on personnel and suggested 
he continue exploring how to maximize harbor revenue 
for the town through expanded moorings. The selectmen 
ultimately approved transferring the $34,000 for the 
electrical upgrade. 

In the next appointment, the selectmen met at 
length with the Conservation Commission for briefing on 
their proposed Local Wetlands Bylaw for the October 12 
meeting. Carmelo Nicolosi, a member of the Commission, 
explained each section of the bylaw, which include 
jurisdictional and regulatory sections. He said the most 
important bylaw changes would prohibit any activity or 
alteration within 10 feet of wetlands or the construction of 
any new dwelling within 15 feet of the protected natural 
resources. He also said the new rule would protect 
isolated areas exceeding 30,000 square feet by including

them under the commission's purview. 

Mr. Gagne requested to work with the 
commission to create a television program outlining the 
changes. Further, the commission agreed to evaluate in 
more detail the fee schedule for applicants seeking the 
commission's approval to build. 

In the final appointment, the board met with 
Allen Decker of the Buzzard's Bay Coalition. Mr. Decker 
requested that the board transfer $135,000 from its Eel 
Pond Fish project and re-allocate it to purchase three 
parcels of land in the Mattapoisett River Valley as open 
space. The board denied the request, however, noting 
that it is working with engineers to re-assess the eel 
pond restoration project in the recognition that the work 
could be completed on a smaller scope than originally 
anticipated. 'There was a lack of forward momentum 
on this project, I'm glad this conversation is leading to 
action," Mr. Decker remarked. 

The board briefly reviewed license fees for 2011 
and approved increased the common vie fee from $25 to 
$50 and increases recommended by the fire department 
and town clerk. 

In the town administrator's report, Mr. Gagne 
urged residents to take advantage of a shuttle bus that 
transports residents from Mattapoisett to Fairhaven for 
$1.25 and is available by demand.

All three students are excited to be studying in the 
United States, which they selected for academic interests. 
Mr. Phoonbunyakorn said that he wanted to become an 
exchange student ''because I want to speak English really 
well.'' These sentiments were shared by Ms. Bajsova, 
who said that she became an exchange student "to learn 
the language." For Ms. D'Anselme, the motivations 
were based more on cultural awareness. She became an 
exchange student "to discover another country... also, for 
the experience." 

In terms of continuing to travel the world, these 
students see more trips in their futures. Ms. D'Anselme 
listed Spain, Italy, and India as countries that she would 
like to visit. Ms. Bajsova said that "if I want [to travel], I 
will." United States is simply their first foreign exchange 
and quite possibly not their last. 

Only about a month into their foreign exchanges, 
the three students have already noted several differences 
between American and their respective cultures. The 
greatest differences are in the food and school systems 
- a statement that was similar to the ones made by last 
year's exchange students. Mr. Phoonbunyakorn joked 
that "everything" was different, and Ms. Bajsova agreed, 
listing differences such as school, food, style of life, and 
the large amount of free time for teenagers. She also 
found it odd that Americans can begin to drive at the age 
of sixteen, but cannot drink until they are twenty-one. "In 
the Czech Republic," Ms. Bajsova said, "it is eighteen for

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both/' Pausing, she tossed out another difference between 
the two countries. ''You can't date older boys," she said 
about her country. 

"American people eat more at dinner than at 
lunch," Ms. D'Anselme noted. "I don't understand 
because we go to sleep after." She went on to explain that 
in her country, it makes more sense to eat a bigger lunch 
because people are active afterwards and need the energy. 

Not only were the three school systems different 
from the American school system, but they were different 
from each other. All three students enjoyed swapping 
stories about their schools, friends, and teachers. Mr. 
Phoonbunyakorn said that his school consists of two 
thousand students. His classes start at 7:40 am and end

at 5:30 pm, which is much later than the dismissal of 
Old Rochester students at 2:05 pm. "I go to school by my 
motorcycle,'' Mr. Phoonbunyakorn explained his mode of 
transportation with pride. 

The school systems in France and the Czech 
Republic are even more different from Old Rochester 
Regional. "Most of the time we are in school," Ms. 
D'Anselme said. "We don't finish school at 2:00 pm like 
here; we finish at 5:00 or 6:00." Ms. D'Anselme also said 
with that school schedule, she doesn't have time for 
any activities other than basketball. "We just have the 
weekend," she said. Her school's hours are similar to Mr. 
Phoonbunyakorn' s, as she starts her classes at around 
8:00 or 9:00 am. A chief difference between the two, 
though, is that she is allowed two hours for lunch. 

Ms. Bajsova described her school in the Czech 
Republic as much smaller than the already-small Old 
Rochester Regional. Her school system also has an 
extra year of learning. "Senior is the last year here," she 
explained, "but we have one more year." Ms. Bajsova also 
found the prevalence of school buses strange. "You have 
to go directly to [the] bus. . . [you] don't have time to talk 
with friends," she said with some disappointment. But 
even so, Ms. Bajsova said that she likes Old Rochester 
better than her school. "I get to pick the schedule," 
she justified. At Old Rochester, she only takes eight 
classes; in her school, she has to take fifteen and she has 
eight classes a day. "It's better [here] because we get to 
concentrate," Ms. Bajsova said, explaining that she liked 
the longer classes. She also expressed her preference for 
the better relationships with teachers at Old Rochester. 

Mr. Phoonbunyakorn thinks, at only a month 
into his exchange, that Old Rochester "is awesome and 
cool - good." He is also impressed with the ORR teachers, 
whom he says, "are very nice and take care of me."

Blood Apples

Somewhere on a desolate stretch of New England road, 
there was an old, gnarled apple tree. Hulking low to 
the ground, as apple trees are likely to do, this ancient 
bearer of fruit struck a strange feeling of discord in 
the rare person who happened to pass by it. Except in 
spring, when its blooms burst forth like late snow, it 
went largely unnoticed to the motorists who sped down 
this lonely stretch of country road. 

Behind the tree, almost like an afterthought, 
was an old Cape house that, according to the 1970s 
town building inspector, had likely been built in the late 
1700's, when the country was still new. The inspector, a 
young man who was distrusted by the townspeople for 
being both non-native and college-educated, toured the 
house enthusiastically, pointing out all the old touches: 
post and beam construction, original molding, and the 
remains of an old root cellar in the basement. These 
were points of interest that he had learned about in his 
college courses - to the townspeople, these details were 
just as commonplace as the cornfields. 

Despite pressure to report otherwise, the 
inspector concluded that the house needed work, but it 
did not need to be demolished. The old Yankee house 
that had remained vacant for almost 50 years and 
carried with it horrible stories of murder and madness 
would stay on Route 106, a constant reminder of part 
of the town's dark past. The people knew what the 
brash young inspector didn't: the house, and the tree 
that grew aggressively against the clapboard, should be 
demolished. To let it grow was an invitation to the devil 



himself. 

Not that the townspeople hadn't tried to take 
it into their own hands. After that thing happened to 
the Hardy family in 1958, a small band of neighbors - 
including the fire chief at the time - attempted to burn 
the house down. They started in a southeastern corner, 
away from the street, using paint thinner and rags. The 
start of the fire looked promising, and they ran home, 
cutting through the woods behind the house. 

There was no joy in the attempted vandalism. 
The trio had hoped to end the legacy of pain and 
suffering that came along with the Caleb Duffy house 
and its cursed apple tree. 

But it would never be that easy. The group 
awoke the next morning, expecting to hear the phone 
ringing or see visitors coming by to spread the news 
of a massive conflagration at the Duffy house - but no 
such news came. The Duffy house still stood the next 
day, unscathed. The fire never took, and the unhappy 
house - now with lopsided, chipping black shutters and 
weeds growing out of the gutters - smirked at the men 
who had tried to kill it. 

"It's impossible," Freddy Coyle whispered, a 
Lucky Strike hanging out of his disbelieving mouth. 
"The flames were too high. . . There's no way- " 

"Shut up, Coyle," said the older fire chief, 
Simon Winters. "No one speaks of what we tried to 
do ever again. You just can't beat the devil." The men 
never made another attempt on the house and hoped that 
the people would just let it sit in its sinister solitude. 

And the house, by and large, was left alone 
for sixty years. Seasons came and went. The apples 
proliferated on its gnarled branches. They were 
gorgeous in the fall - round, perfectly ripe, and almost 
unnaturally-red. But they fell, uneaten, and rotted on 
the ground. No one wanted to come near the Duffy 
house to collect them. If people could see the deer that 
came at nightfall to collect the juicy treasures on the 
ground, they would 've gasped to see the deer buck and 
fight shortly after eating the fruit. It wasn't natural deer 
behavior. 

But then again, there was nothing natural about 
the Duffy house.

Collateral Damage

Wall Street: Money Never Sleeps. Starring Michael 
Douglas and Shia LeBeouf. Directed by Oliver Stone. 
Running time: 127 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Michael Douglas' voice is one of the great 
instruments of American films (I hope he doesn't lose 
it). Its timbre and buzz speak of a life lived fully and 
shrewdly; Douglas can't persuasively play a dummy, not 
with those wised-up, insinuating pipes of his. Returning 
to his Oscar- winning gravestone role, Gordon Gekko of 
Oliver Stone's 1987 Wall Street, Douglas sounds very 
much like a hungry spider returning to his silken web, 
waiting for gullible flies to come to him. The colors of 
the interiors run the gamut from blood to wine — deep 
burgundy, highly reflective espresso — and the older, 
grayer Gekko, in contrast with these surroundings, is 
no longer the sleekest shark in the tank. He's a rumpled 
hermit in the back of a cave, reading financial omens 
everyone else is too far into the game to notice. 

Age has chilled Douglas out more than a bit 
(maybe Catherine Zeta- Jones has helped). I once called 
him "perhaps the least relaxed of actors," but now, in 
movies like Wonder Boys and this, he comes in and rocks 
the house as much as he ever did, only from a more 
centered place. In Wall Street: Money Never Sleeps, also 
directed by Oliver Stone, Gekko is angry about his time 
in jail and sad about his estrangement from his daughter 
Winnie (Carey Mulligan), but most of the time he kicks 
back like a Godfather or a returning king. It's not a 
question of whether anyone will kiss his ring, but when. 
Hotshot Wall Street trader Jacob Moore (Shia LeBeouf), 
who happens to be involved with Winnie, gravitates to 
Gekko, and Gekko, after learning Jacob's connection 
to his daughter, takes him into his confidence. Will he 
corrupt Jacob, as he did with Charlie Sheen's Bud Fox 
twenty years ago? No, his designs this time may be 
darker. 

Wall Street: Money Never Sleeps isn't the fast- 
moving bullet train its predecessor was; it feels enervated 




and somewhat irrelevant, behind the times (the original 
Wall Street was finished before the infamous '87 stock- 
market crash), commenting impotently on events from 
two years ago that ruined countless lives. (Jacob's mom, 
a real-estate agent, played by Susan Sarandon, is shown 
suffering when the housing bubble bursts, but she's all 
but forgotten about.) It's tough to care about whether 
Jacob and Winnie's young love will endure a season in 
Gekko hell, and the boardroom/backroom deals feel a bit 
dumbed-down. Josh Brolin's suave hedge-fund manager 
bears most of the plot's burden of guilt, effectively 
destroying first Jesse's mentor (Frank Langella) and then, 
by association, the economy. "I was small-time compared 
to these guys," Gekko growls. 

There are several places the film could 've ended and 
become a worthy, bitter update on Gekko and the world 
he helped create. But Stone keeps going; the result is 
disastrous. For all his radical posturing. Stone seems 
addicted to happy endings; he wants to make a difference, 
and a dark, realistic denouement wouldn't gel with his 
deep-down instinct to keep hope alive. Despite unfolding 
during the last months of the Bush administration, and 
despite a plot thread involving green energy, this Wall 
Street is curiously apolitical, never making much of 
anything it shows us except that, for the most part, unseen 
people are understood to be impacted, somewhere, by the 
financial machinations. But Michael Douglas does what 
he can; he brings back the contemptible charmer Gekko, 
at least until the script shoves a sonogram in his face and 
sells him out to sappiness.
